If thou furvive me, I fhalbdie content ; 
Thy tender age deferves the longer life. 


But among nations with whonr 
infancy is rendered miferable, and 
ts corrupted by irklome, ferecious, 
and unnatural education, there is: 
no more love of country than there 
is of innocence. ‘This is one of the 
eauies which fends fo many Europe- 
ans rambling over the world, and 
which accounts for our having fo 
few modern monuments in Europe, 
becaule the next generation never 
tails to deltrey the monuments of 
that which precedes it. This is the 
reaton that cur books, our fathions, 
our cultoms, our cercmontes, and: 
eur languages, becomes obiolete to 
foon, and are entirely different this 
aye from what they were in the lal! ; 
whereas all thefe particulars con- 
tinue the fame among the fedentary 
nations of Afia, for a long {feries: 
ot ages together ; becaufe children 
brought up in Afia, in-the habita- 
tion of their parents, and. treated 
with much gentleneis, remain at- 
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| tached to the eftablifluments of their 


anceitors, out of gratitude to their 
memory, and to the places of their 
birth, from the recollection of their 
lappinefs and innocence. 


Of the Sentiment of Admiration. 


The fentimentt of admeration tranf- 
ports us immediately into the bofom 
of Deity.- lf it is excited in us by 


‘an obje& which infpires delight, we 


convey ourfelves thither as to the 


\ fource of joy ; if terror is roufed, we 


fly thither for refuge. In either 
cafe, admiration erelaims in thefe 
words, “Ah, my God!” = This 
is, we are told, the effe& of educa- 
tion merely, in the courfe of which 
frequent mention is made of the 
natne of God; but mention is ftill 
more frequeatiy made-of our father, 
of the king, of a protector, of 2 
celebrated literary ¢hataéter. How 
comes. it, then, that when we feel 
ourfelves Randing in need of fupport 
im fuch unexpected concutiions, we 
never exclaim, ‘““Ah, my king !’” 
or, if fcienee were concerned, ™ Ahy 
Newton !”” 

Itis certain, that if the’ name of 
God be frequently mentioned to us, 
ia the progress of our education, the 
idea of itis quickly effaced in the 
ufual train. of the affairs of this 
world ; why then have we recourfe’ 
to it in extraordinary emergencies ? 
This fentiment of nature is common 
to all nations, many of whom give 
ag theological. initruction to their 
ghildren. I have remarked it it 
the negroes of the coaft of Guinea, 


of Madagafear, of Caffrana, and ~ 


Mofambique ; amorig the Tartars, 
and the Indians of the Malabar 
coatt; in a word, among men 


every quarter of the world. Lnever .

The fentiment of admiration is 
the fource of the inftingt which men 
have, in every age, difcovered for 
the marvellous. We are hunting 
after it continually, and every where, 
and we diffufe jt, principally, over 
the commencement and the clofe of 
hnman life ; hence itis that the cra- 
dies and the tombs of fo great a part 
of mankind have been envcloped in. 
fidion. ft is the perennial fource of 
our curiofity; it. difclofes itfelf trom 
early infancy, and is long the com- 
panion of innocence. Whence could 
children derive the tafte for the mar, 
vellous? They muit have fairy-. 
tales; and men muft have epic 
poems and operas. It is the mar- 
vellous which conflitutes one of the 
grand charms of the antique ftatues 
of Greece and Kome, reprefenting 
heroes or gods, and which contrir 
butes, more thanis generally imagin- 
ed, to ouy delight, in the perufal of 
the aneient hittory of thofe countries. 
Itis one of the natural reafons which 
may be produced to the prefident 
Henault, who exprefics aftonifhment 
that we fhould be more enamoured 
of ancient hiftory than of modern, 
efpecially that pf our own copntry : 
the truth is, independently of the 
patriotic fentuments, which ferve, at 


legit, as a pretext to the intrigues | 


of the great men of Greece and 
Rome, and which were io entirely 
unknown to ours, that they fre- 
quently embroiled their country in 
Maintaining the interefts of a parti- 
cular houfe, and sometimes in aflert- 
ing the honor of precedency, or cf 





fitting on a joint-fiool; there is a 
marvellous in the religion of the ans | 
cients which confoles and elevates | 
uman nature, whereas that of the | 
Gauls terrifies and debafes it. ‘The 
§ods of the Grecks and the Roman s 
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were patriots, like their great men. 

Minerva had given them the olive, 

Neptune the horfe. Thefe gods pro- 
’ rm e 

tected the cities and the people. — 

But thote of the apcicnt Gauls were 

tyrants, like their barons; ghey af-, 


| forded proteétion only to the Druids... 


They muft be glutted with human 
facrafices Ina word, this religion 
was fo inhuman, that two fuccetfive - 
Roman ¢mperors, according to the. 
teitimony of Suetonius and Pliny, 
commanded it to be abolifhed, I 
fay nothing of the modern intercits 


of our hiftory ; but fure I am, that 


the relations of our politics will 
never replace jn it, to the heart of 
man, thofe of the divinity. 

I muft obferve that, as admira- 
tion is an involuntary movement 
of the foul towards Deity, and is, 
of confequence fublime, fcveral 
modern authors have ftrained to 
multiply this kind of beauty in their 
production, by an accumulation of 
durpyiling meidents ; but nature em- 
ploys them iparingly in her's, becatrfe 
man is incapable of frequeatly un- 
dergoing concuilions {9 violent.— 
She diiclofes to us, by little and little, 
the light of the fun, the expanfion of 
flowers, the formation of fruits.— 
She gradually wduces our enjoy- 
ments by a long féries of harmonies ; 
fhe treats us as human beings : that 
is, as machines feeble and eafily 
deranged ; the veils Deity from our

IN my Iaft letter, I attempted to 
defcribe ‘the peculiar features and 
confequences of bigotry; I now 
proceed to conclude the iubject wath 
an enquiry, whether it be not pot. 
{ible to adminifter a remedy for a 
diforder which is equally the op- 
probrium of. literature, — religion, 
and civilization.” Bigotry is, mdeed, 
nothing lefs than a f{pecies of civiliz- 


ed favagenefs, if 1 may ufe the ex- 


preffion; or polite ferocity. 

Some confiderations there are, 
which, if only attended to,” may 
have an effeét, at leall, to foften the, 
rcientment of bigots. 

The firfi contideration ought to, 


be, that the wileft of us are as falli-’ 


ble as the weakelt; that we are 
naturally proie jo error, and that 
he who confides moft in his own 
ftrengtlh and attainments, is’ fre- 
quently the feremoik to sun into

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errors and abfurdities. It may not:

‘Onc fingle inftanee 6f this 
kind, it is but fair to fuppofe, ought 
temake a man diffident of Nis ac- 
quifitions, and cautious in lis affer« 
tions. Happy would it be for con- 
troverfy, if this were the cafe, if 
pride and refentment did not get the 
better of experience, and if men 
were difpofed to improve the future 
by the pait. It wouldalfo ptccure 
amore fubffantial gratification to 
vanity, than ever'can arte from re- 
maining obitinate ; for the world is 
pretty generally agreed in venerat- 
mg the character of a man who con- 
s,-and liberally retracts his 
errors. “Thofe, therefore, who per- 
fitin a contrary conduct, mult des 
tive their applaufe from themfelves 
only, a fource neither very lafltingy 
nor honorable, , 
Haviny become thoroughly fenf- 
ble of our own fallibitity, we’ flrall 
know how to make allowances for 
the failing of others. We fhall 
think it even a duty to addrefs them 
mthe language of mikdnefs and 
forbearance, and however forcibly 
we may perceive their error, and 
however abfurd it may appear to 
tstwe fhall not upbraid their igno- 
fance, nor defpife their flow ad- 
Yances, bat content ounelves with 
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expreffing a hope that mate -mdturé 
deliberation will impart to them that 
convittion which we once required 
ourfelves. Nor fhall we be irritated 
at their warmth, when we recalled 
that, fo oppofed, we fhould, our- 
felves, have been once -as violent 
and overbearmz. Far lefs thall we

COUNCIL OF FIVE HUNDRED. 
24 Puviofe, February tz. 

A meffenger from the execu- 
tive directory entered the hail of 
the council. The prefdent onen- 
ed the difpatches which contained 
the happy intelligence which was 
tead oficially. Mantua was fur- 
yendered on the iath Viuvioie 
(February 2) at ten o’clock in the 
evening. The garrifon were made 
prifoners of war. ‘The direciory 
will make known the terms of ca- 
pitulation, ‘Lhe brave army has 
not refted after this glorious fuc- 
cefs; it attacked the’ enemy in 
Tyrol, beat them, and made goo 
prifoners, 

Another repubhcan column en- 
tered into the territory of the 
Pope. The advanced guard of 


general Victor attacked the Papal 


army, turned it, and forded a 
tiver. The momeiit of the at- 
fack was that of the rout of the 
troops of the Holy Father. ‘The 
grenadicrs of Lombardy have co- 
vered themifelves with giory in this 
expedition; they have taken two 
Batteries with the bayoriet. 

The Pope has loft rooo prifon- 
érs, of whom 26 are oilicers; 
ftom 4 to 500 of his men were 
tilled, and 14 pieces of cannon 
taken ; this was the whole num- 
bertheyhad. Our haffars, com- 
uianded by general Junau, have 
chafed the royal cavalry for ten 
tiles; but were not able to oret- 
Gkethem. ‘Phe council, on the 
motion of Viiletard, deelared, 
tuatthe army of Italy, victorious 
& Mantua, has never ceufed to 
editve well of their coumiry.

1 contest myfelf 
with annouucing, thig day, that 
ou the 23d of Nivofe the ener 
camic to attack the general Maffena 
before Verona, which brought on 
the combat of Saint Michel, where 
we beat him completely. We 
made &x hundred prifoners, and 
took three pieces of cannon.— 
“‘Lhat fame day he attacked the 
Kicad of our Bne of Montabaldo, 
and gave place to the Combat of 
Corona, where*he was repuited. 
We here made 110 prifoticrs. 

‘Vhe agth, at midnight, the divi- 
fion of the cnemy’s army, which 
huce the 19th had eitablithed it- 
felf at Bevilaqua, where it had 
driven in the advance guard of the 
diviiion of General 
rapidly threw a bridge on the 
Adige, at one league from Port 
Legnano, oppofite Angulara. 

On the morning ot the 24th, 
the enemy caufed a, very flrong 
column to defile by Montagua, and 
Caprino, and {puke of obliging 
the divifion of general Foubut 19 
to evacuate Corona, and fo cone 
center himfelt at Rivoli.

On the 26th, General Ange- 
geau attacked the enemy at An« 
guiara, which gave place to the 
fecond batthe of Angutara; he 
made 2000 prifoners, poffeffed 
himielf of 16 pieces of canneff, 
and burnt all the bridges on the 
Adige ; 3 but the ene my, profting 
of the night, defiled direet upon 
Mintua. He arrived within can- 


‘now fhot of that place; he at- 


tacked St. George’s, the fuburbs 
of whieh we had eastull en- 
trenched, which he eould not 
carry. I arrived in the night with 
reiniorcements, which gave place 
to the battle ot the Favorise.— 
On this fickt of battle now write; 
the fruits of the battle are feven 
thoufand priforers, the colours, 
cannon, all the baggage of the 
army, a regtment of huffars, and 
a confiderable convoy of grain 
and cattle, which the enemy hi- 
tended to fend into Mantua.— 
Wurmter dttempted to make a 
fortie to attack the Jeft wing of 
our army, but he was reccived, 
as heretoto rey and was obtr ged to 
ye-enter Mantua.

I had repaired to Bologna with 
2000 men; in orderto endeavour, 
from the proximity of my fitua- 
tion, to overawe’ the court of 
Rome, and oblige it to obferve a 
pacific fyitem, trom which, for 
fome time, this court appeared 
more and more to depart. 


I had alfo opened a negocide 
tion with the grand duke of Tuf. 
cany wkh regard to the garrifon 
of Leghorn; which my prefence 
at Bologna would ferve infallibly 
to brig to a conclufion: 


Upoa the 18th Nivofé, hows 
ever the divifion of the enemy, 
which was ac Padua, put itfelf in 
motion: It, upon the gth, attack- 
ed the advanced guard of gene- 
ral Angereau, who was at Bevila~ 
qua; in front of Port Legnago. 
After 2 very fmart fkirmith, the 
adjutant--general Defaix, who 
commanded the advanced guard 
tetired toSt. Zeno, and nextday 
to Port Legnago,; after having 
had an opportunity by his relift- 
ance of apprifing the whole line 
of the march of the enemy. 

I immediately . detached the 
2coo men! had with me at Bo- 
logna towards tht Adige, and: 
immediately after I fet out for Ves 
roma. 

Upon the 22d, at fix o’cloek in 
the morning, the enemy prefenced

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lage of St. Michel. General 
Maffena left Verona, drew up his 
divifion in battle order, and march- 
ed directly againft the enemy,

prifoners. ‘The grenadiers of the 
4sth carried the pieces with the 
bayonet. ‘They were headed by 
eneral Brume, who had feven 
balls through his cloaths. 


The fame day at the fame hour, 
the enemy attacked the head of 
our line at Montabaldo, which 
was defended by the light infan- 
try of Gen. Joubert. The bat- 
tle was warm and obftmate. The 
enemy made themfelves matters of 
the firft redoubt, but Joubert 
darted on at the head of his cara- 
binecrs, drove the enemy from it, 
put them completely to rout, and 
tock 1100 prifoners. 


Upon the 24th the enemy hafti- 
ly threw_over a bridge at Anguia- 
ra, and their advanted guard croff- 
ed about a icague from Port Legna- 
go. At the fame time I received 
intelligence from general Joubert, 
that a very confiderable column of 
the enemy was filing along by 
Montagna ; and threatened to turn 
his advanced guard by La Corona. 
From different circumttances I dif- 
covered the enemy’s object; and 
I no longer entertained any doubt 
that they intended to attack, with 
their principal forces, my line at 
Rivoli, and in this way to reach 
Mantua. I detached durmg the 
night the greateit part of general 
Maffena’s divifion, and I went in 

erfon to Rivoli, where I arrived 
at two.o’clock in the morning. 


I immediately caufed general 
Joubert to take the important pott | 











of St. Marco. I ordered cannon 
to be planted on the plateau of 
Rivoli, and I made every difpofi. 
tion to affume at break of day, 
very formidable offenfive opera. 
tions, and to march in perfon 
againitthe enemy. At day-break 
our right wing and the left of the 
enemy, engaged on the heights of 
St. Marco, ‘Lhe battle was terri. 
ble and obftinate. General Jou. 
bert, at the head of the 33d, fup. 
ported his light infantry, come 
manded by general Nial. Meane 
while Mr. Alvini, who, upon the 
24th, had made difpofitions to 
furround the whole divifions of 
general Joubert, continued to pufh 
the meafures he had adopted for 
this purpofe. He never fufpected 
that during the night, I had arrive 


ed there with reinforcements; fo - 


confiderable as to render his 
operations not only impracticable, 
but highly difaitrous to him.— 
Our left was mot as warmly attack 
ed, it fell back, and the enemy 
directed their attack againft the 
center. 
fuftained the fhock with the moft 
undaunted bravery. General Bore 
thier, chief of the etat major, 
whom I had left there, difplayed 
upon this occafton that courage 
which he has fo often proved in 
this campaign. The Auftrains 
encouraged by their numbers, ree 
doubled their efforts to carry the 
cannon placed in front of this 
demi-brigade. A eaptain darted 
forward againft the enemy, cry- 
ing, * fourteenth, will you allow 
your’ cannon to be taken;” At 


| this moment the 32d, which I had 


fent to rally the left, appears, re-

loit, and, headed by its general of 
divilion, 


The 14th demi-brigade 
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divifion, Maftenhed, completely 
re-e{tablifhes our affairs. 

The battle, however had now 
lafted three hours, and the ene- 
my had not yet brought forward 
gli their forces. One of their co- 
Jumns, which had filed along the 
Adige, under cover of a nume- 
rous artillery, marched flraight 
to the plateau of Rivoli, in or- 
derto carry it, and fo threatened 
toturn the right and the centre. 
I ordered the generai of the caval- 
ry, Le Clere, to go and charge 
the enemy if they fucceeded in 
carrying the plateau of Rivoli, 
and I {ent the chief of fquadron, 
Lafalle, with 50 dragoons to take 
in flank the enemy’s infantry who 
attacked our centre, and charge 
them vigorpufly. At the fame in- 


ftant gen. Joubert had fent down 


fome battalions from the heights 
who funk the plateau of Rivoli- 
The enemy who had already pene- 
trated to the plateau, warmly at- 
tacked on every fide, left a great 
number of dead, a part of their 
artillery, and returned to the val- 
ley of the Adige. Nearly at the 
fame moment the enemy’s column, 
which had already been fome time 
on the march in order to turn us 
and cut off our retreat, threw up 
fume heights behind us. I had 
left the 65th in referve, which 
hot only kept this column in awe, 


but alfo attacked its left which had 


advanced and inftantly put it to 
Tout. 


The 18th demi-brigade arrived 
while all this was going on, at 
the time when general Rey had 
taken poft behind the column 
Which turned us. I immediately 
g2V€ orders to cannonade the-ene- 
Myo with fome 12 pounders. I 





ordered an attack to be made, and 
in lefs than a quarter of an hour 
this whole column, confilting of 
more than 4000 men, was taken 
prifoners. ‘Che enemy every where 
put to rout, were every where 
purfued, and all night prifoners 
were brought in, 1500 men who 
endeavoured to efcape by Guarda, 
were {topped by 500 of the 18th, 
who, as foon as they recognized 
them, marched up to them with 
confidence, and ordered them to 
to lay down their arms. 


The enemy were {till mafters 
of La Corona, but they no longer 
could be dangerous. It was ne- 
ceflary to march againft the gen. 
Provera with all expedition, who 
had already paffed the Adige at 
Anguiari. Icaufed Gen. Victor 
to file off with the brave 57th, 
and follow up Gen. Matlena, who 
with a part of his divifion arrived 
at Roverbeila upon the 2d. 

On my departure I left orders 
with gen. Joubert to attack the 
enemy at break of day, if they 
were rafh enough to remain at 
Corona. 

Gen. Murat had marched all 


mght with a demi-brigade of 


light infantry, and was in the 
morning to appear .upon_ the 
heights of Montebaldo, which 
commanded Corona; the enemy 
were accordingly put to‘rout after 
a warm refiltance; and thofe who 
had eicaped the preceding night 
were made prifoners. The caval- 
ry had no means left of faving 
themfelves but by fwimming acrofs 
the Adige, in which attempt a 
great many were drowned. 

In the two days engagements 
at Rivoli, we made 12,000 pri. 
foners, and took nine picces o£

The army of the republic, then, 
has, in four days, gained two pitch- 
ed battles, and fix lefler engagements, 
made twenty-three thoufand prifon-

cannon, and killed and wounded 
at lealt 6,000 men.

St. Vin¢ent’s with the Spanifh fleet, 
confifting of 20 fail of the line & ma- 
ny frigates, and taken two 3 deckers, 
one of 80, another of 74, and funk 
a 3 decker, fuppofed to be the ad- 
miral’s fhip the Trinidada, making 
5 failinall. Itisa glorious aétion, 
as admiral J. had only 15 fhips of 
the line, two of them difabled (the 
Culloden and Coloffus) by falling 
on board each other a few days be- 
fore the action, which happened on 
Thurfday faft. A confirmation of: 
that victory and particulars of ‘the 
combat, are expected to-day from 
the admiral, who, with his prizes, 
ts anchored in Lagos Bay.” ©
